The naval secretary charged that 
Sims lacked vision, belittled the 
work of the American navy iii con­ 
trast to the British, coveted British 
decorations, and aspired to become 
an honorary member of the British 
admiralty. 
Ho declared officers supporting 
the Sims charges were largely “peo­ 
ple with a grievance.” 
Tile testimony of other officers, 
in possession of first hand knowl­ 
edge, Secretary Daniels testified, 
“should be accepted by all the open 
minded men as an absolute refuta­ 
tion of practically all of Admiral 
Sims’ charges.” 
“Sims,” Secretary Daniels 
told 
the committee, “did not measure up 
to expectations in various ways,” 
of which he mentioned six as fol­ 
lows : 
“fie lacked vision to see that a 
gr.*at and new project to drive the 
submarines from 
their 
hunting 
grounds should be promptly adopt­ 
ed and carried out no m atter what 
the cest, or how radical the depar­ 
ture from what ultra-prudent men 
regarded as impracticable.” 
“ He seemed to accept tin* views 
of the British admiralty as super­ 
ior to anything that could come 
from America, and held to those 
views even when the navy depart­ 
ment proposed plans that proved 
more effective.”
